There was as yet
no Declaration ot independence, no Conti¬
nental army. There was, indeed, a gen¬
eral leeling that a blow would soon na
i-tiuck, but to mistake tne time, tin place,
the way, might be to sacrifice the great cause and
to ruin America. But tn tr conscience and their
judgment assured them that vne hour had come.

A civilization resting upon
slavery as formerly In part of ihe country, how¬
ever polished and ornate, is necessarily arista
cratic and hostile to republican equality, whiie tbi
exigencies oi such a society lorbid that universal
edu attun which is indispensable to wise popuiiu
government. When war emauctnatcs tne mavei
and makes ihem equal citizens, the ignorance and
venanty wiiicn are tne latal legacies oi slaver* tc
thu subject etas-, wnether wnite or black, and
tho u.ituiai alici.ation or the master class,
wtucb aioue has political Knowledge and ex*
j erience, with all tii» secret conspiracies,
tne recivie. s coriuption, tbe political knavery,
springing naturally lrom such a situation
aud eudmg ofen in menacing disorder thai
seems to invite tbe m.utary interierence sod
supervision of ihe government.all this uccunm-
latlon oi difficulty aud danger lays a strain along
the very fibre oi tree institutions. Kor it suggesti
the twoioid question whether the vast audition
oi the tunuraoce oi tne eui ncipated vots
to that oi tne immigrant vote may no)
overwhelm the intelligent vote oi the country,
and wtietuiT tno constant appeal to thecsnral
bana oi power, however nece-sary it may seem,
itnd tor wnatever reason ot nuuianity and justice
it oiav oe urged, must not necessarily destroy
that local self-reliance winch w.i< the very seed ol
the American Hepuoilc, and lataliy laminarize the
